Verle Bowe, 15025 - 3rd Avenue NE, said she had been using public transportation and has 
some concerns over the bus stop on the west side of Main Street near the Shell station.  She 
said the signage is not good, and there is not a good place for the bus to stop.  Cars are 
always parked along the street in that area.  She is wondering if something could be done to 
improve the bus stop or if there is a better place for the Metro bus stop?   
 
Doreen Wise, City Hall Adminstrator/Planning Director, said she is meeting with Metro 
next week and will bring it up. 
 
Dave Benton, 26509 NE Stephens Street, said he understands that the Department of 
Ecology has not been able to review the City’s wastewater treatment plant plan, and would 
like to know who citizens can write to at the DOE to help get this moving along?
